Dr. Henry Fauntleroy Harris, wide- 
ly-known Atlanta physician and one of 
the south’s most noted medical experts, 
died Wednesday in Philadelphia, fol- 
lowing a stroke of npoplexy. He was 
o8 years of age. 

Dr. Harris, for many ftars secre- 
tary of the Georgia state board of 
health, was conducting experiments in 
treatment of superficial cancer, in 
which disease he had conducted long 
and extensive research and was credit- 
ed with having perfected a cure. 

Stricken Tuesday night as he la- 
bored in a laboratory turned over to

New York, March 17.—More than 
200 doctors, druggists and others 
are reported involved in the newest 
drive of United States Attorney. Em- 
ory R. Buckner to enforce prohibi- 
tion in New York. The drive was 
inaugurated today, when complaints 
were filed with United States Com- 
missioner Garrett W. Cotter charg- 
practicing physicians, six 
druggists and four licensed distillery 
agents with conspiring to violate the 
prohibition act in the dispensing of 


| medicinal liquor. 


Many of the doctors are prominent 
practitioners in Manhattan and the 
Bronx, who are Said te have sokl their 
prescription books to the distillery 
agents at prices ranging from $125 
to $150 per: book of 100 prescriptions. 

Held in Heavy Bonds, . 

The work of rounding up the de- 
fendants was begun by Chief Deputy 
United States Marshal Ray Mullivan 
early in the day, and by night most 
of. the accused had surrendered or 
been brought in and had entered pleas 
of not guilty. 

Commissioner Cotter held the physi- 
cians and druggists in $2,000 bail each 
and the agents in $3,000 bail. Only 
two agents had surrendered tonight, 
and a search is being made for the 
two others. One is said to have fled 
when the investigation was egun by 
Assistant United States Attorney 
John J. Fogarty three months ago.

Forgotten Cemetery Found 


‘CONTAINED COOKING UTERO AND FISH SKELETONS 


By Scientists in Ancient Kish 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution one 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Chicago, March 17.—D. C. 
director of the Field museum, received 
a report today from the scientists of 
the Field museum, Oxford university, 
who are unearthing temples and tow- 
ers in the vast ruins of the ancient 
city of Kish. 

With a corps of 150 men, Pro- 
fessor Stephen Langdon is attacking 
an enormous group of mounds in 
what was central Kishy when the 
city flourished as the pital of the 
“world’s earliest civilization.” These 
preliminary excavations have uncov- 
ered the remains of at least - three 
temples and two towers, the latter as 
large as the historic tower of Baby- 
lon, the report states. : : 

A forgotten cemetery unearthed at 
the base of one of the towers was 
found to contain stone cooking uten- 
sils, the skeletons of several fish in 
a stone bowl and a beautifully carved

A mystery statute of a_ headless 
woman with hands clasped in a man- 
unlike that of the previously 
Sumerian custom was found 
in the debris of one of the towers. 
Due to the mutilation of the ages, 
the mystery statue has so far defied 
identification by the scientists. The 
figure is draped in a long embroidered 
mantle, hung from the left shoulder 
and looped over.the right arm, as 
worn on the Sumerian statue of Gudea 
at Lagash. 

The right hand is folded over the 
left wrist—an unusual pose of some 
hidden signficance—in contrast with 
the known Sumarian custom of clasp- 
ing the right hand with the left. On 
the back of the right shoulder is en- 
graved an inscription in seven lines, 
of which the first two are hopelessly

FARMERS LOANED 
$000,000 00 


Washington, March 17.—(®)— 
Credit ot $2,000,000,000 has been ad- 
vanced to agriculture throughout the 
federal farm loan system since its es- 
tablishment, the federal farm loan 
board declared in a report today to 
the speaker of the house. 

Reporting loans last year of $127,- 
355.000 to 39,905 borrowers by the 
land banks alone the board declared 
“the banks have met fairly all the 
requirements made upon them for 
credit.” 

While the loans by the land banks 
were less than those in 1924, the joint 
stock land banks advanced $131,430,- 
000 to 19,699 borrowers last year, 
compared with $74,586,000 to 11,390 
producers in 1924. 

Through local national farm loan 
associations, the board said, farmers 
now practically own the 12 land 
banks, having furnished $52,000,000 
out of the $53,769,000 in their capital 
accounts, 

The intermediate credit banks, es- 
tablished in 1923, have done $215,- 
949,000 in business directly with co- 
operative marketing organizations se- 
cured by staple agricultural commodi- 
ties, and $96,221,000 in farmers’ notes 
have been rediscounted. The largest 
loans last year were made to coopera- 
ae operating in wheat, cotton and 
wool.

Chicago, March 17.—(P)—W. H. 
Finley, former president of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern railroad, died 
at his home today in Wheaton, Ills.

The government will furnish Geor- 
gia $1,931,087 in federal aid funds for

A total of $1,030,286,948 is avail- 
able for construction and’ maintenance 
of all rural roads in the United States, 
according to an estimate made by the 
bureau.

Of the more than billion dollars for 
the development program. throughout 
the country, 58 per cent or $598,590,- 
948 is to besavailable to the state 
highway departments, of which $461,- 
515.400 is for construction and $137,- 
075,548 for maintenance. These funds 
will provide for the construction of 
6,751 miles of asphalt, concrete and 
brick paving, 14,320 miles of sand- 
elay, gravel and macadam and 8,145 
miles of improved earth road. The 
states also plan’ to maintain 234,582 
miles of road. 

The total expenditure hy counties 
and local units for both maintenance 
and construction is estimated at $431.- 
696,000, which is less than the simi- 
lar estimate made one year ago by 
about $31,000,000.

$10.000 a year. 

The bills, reported by the two ju-

Peking, March 17.—Although no 
official statement has been made, the 
belief exists that the Kuominchun 
(national armies) will avert naval ac- 


tion at Taku by complying with the 
ultimatum served by the five Boxer 
rotocol powers yesterday. General 
uu Chin Lin, commander at Tien- 
Tsin, says the demand has been re- 
ferred to General Feng Yu-Hsiang, 
the Christian general, and the Kuo- 
minchun policy will be shaped in ac- 
cordance with his reply. 

The ultimatum was to the effect 
that the Chinese dismantle Taku 
forces and remove obstructions in the 
harbor or face bombardment by naval 
forces of the protocol powers. 

The Kuominchun officials in Peking 
assert that China will invoke the 
League of Nations under article 11, 
since al] the members of the protocol 
except America are members of the 
league. The Chinese reaction is 
strongly against yielding, most of the 
leaders raising the cry of “imperial- 
ism. 


Protest Ultimatum. 

A delegation of 10, representing the 
missionary element, today called on 
John Van MacMurray, the American 
minister, vigorously protesting against 
the ultimatum and later issuing a 
statement, the substance of which was 
cabled to Washington. Only a section 
of the missionary and educational 
bodies joined in the protest, the others 
with business and professional ele- 
ments supporting the powers. 

The Chinese press continues to as- 
sert that a Japanese destroyer fired 
first in the Taku incident and the 
Student union today protested against 
yielding to the powers’ ultimatum. 
The diplomatic delegation of the Can- 
ton government today protested to the 
Japanese minister and parliament, de- 
claring the firing at Taku was a hos- 
tile act in line with the Japanese pol- 
icy of assisting General Chang Tso- 


in. 

Other protests assert that America 
and Britain are backing General Wu 
Pei-Fu. 

The soviet ambassador today mud- 
died the waters by making a state- 
ment that, while Russia is a protocol 
power, the ultimatum was sent with- 
out its knowledge or consent, declar- 
ing that it was a masked imperialist 
intervention in the domestic affairs 
! of China, 
| Pekin, March 17.—(/)—American 
residents of Pekin representing chiefly 
missionary interests, today took action 
in protest against American participa- 
tion in possible armed action by the 
protocol powers to compel the raising 
of the blockade of Tien Tsin. ‘The 
powers’ ultimatum of yesterday de- 
manded that the contending Chinese 
forces give satisfactory assurances re- 
garding clearing the way to Tien Tsin 
by noon tomorrow. 

A group of 10 Americans called on 
John V. A. MacMurray, the American 
minister, and urged him to prevail on 
the Washington government to pre- 
vent American participation. in the 
proposed action by foreign naval forces 
to compel reopening of navigation on 
the Pei river. They represented the 
Rockefeller foundation, which main- 
tains the Pekin Union Medical col- 
lege, Yenching university, a joint mis- 
sionary institution, and the Presbyte- 
rian and Methodist missionary bodies. 

Later this group issued a declara- 
tion, expressing the belief that the 
action taken by the powers toward the 
Tien Tsin situation raises grave is- 
sues and involves the principle of in- 
ternational fair play.

Washington, March 17.—The sen- 
ate hag rejected the nomination of 
Wallace FF, McoCamant, of Portland,

‘The most favorable symptom, 
his physician said, was the fact that 
heart action, temperature and lungs 
remained normal. There has been no 
recent recurrence of the rapid pulse 
which alarmed the physician last 
Thursday night. After spending near- 
ly three hours with his patient, Dr. 
Cram issued about mid-day the follow- 
ing bulletin: 

“There is nothing new to be said 
of Colonel Coolidge’s condition this 
morning. His heart condition is fair 
and temperature and respiration near- 
ly normal. He remains very weak, as 
he is unable to take any nourishment. 

“He is very comfortable when not 
disturbed, and bears what pain and 
discomfort are necessary with great 
fortitude.

Use of credit in the building of a great city is a good business 
policy just as it is in the construction of great and large businesses, 
Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of the Georgia School of Technology and 
one of the most prominent educators in the south, stated Wednesday 
in a statement favoring the $8,000,000 bond issue for Atlanta. He 
expressed the belief that all loyal Atlantans will rally to the support 
of the plan in its entirety. 

“Wise use of credit, which in municipal affairs means flotation 
of bonds, is a good thing for cities just as it is for business enter- 
prises,” Dr. Brittain said. “There seems to me to be no reasonable 
objection to any project on the West plan, and I intend to do all I 
can to see that Atlantans throw their support behind what has been 
termed one of the most progressive steps in the history of the city. 

“City hall bonds will pay for themselves, according to the plan 
of officials; viaducts will more than provide for their construction if 
the history of the Spring street viaduct is taken as a criterion; all 
waterworks improvements which have ever been made in Atlanta have 
paid for themselves and the waterworks department is now making 
money for the city; sewers are a vital necessity to insure the health 
of citizens; schools must be provided for the children. 

“In fact, every item of the issue is a necessity and at least three 
of them will pay for themselves in a short time. Atlanta will surely vote 
the bond issue. Failure means that we put the world on notice that 
Atlanta doesn’t want more citizens—doesn’t want a bigger and better 
city and doesn’t want new industries, which, of course, is in direct

‘Returning to Commissioner Stike- 
leather, of the North Carolina state 
highway department— 

Here is what he said to a group of 
Georgia legislators who crowded about 
him Wednesday: 

“The North Carolina gasoline 
tax of 4 cents a gallon and the 
automobile license fees yield a 
gross revenue sufficient to pay the 
interest cn the state highway 
bonds, provide a sinking fund an- 
nually which will retire all of 
those bonds in twenty-two and 
one-half years, maintain all the 
state,system roads in perfect con- 
dition, and pile up a surplus for 
new construction yearly of $3,000- 
000 a year, and more. The sur- 
plus is growing rapidly each year. 
All of this is not costing the peo- 
ple of North Carolina one penny 
in ad valorem or other taxes ex- 
cept the motor taxes named, which 
are the same as in Georgia, and 
we are getting the use of the high- 
ways now, having nearly 4,000 
miles completed of class A and 
elass B paved highways today, 
built in five years.” 

Can you beat it? And Commis- 
sioner Stikeleather knows what he 
is talking about, and speaks with an 
official voice that must carry its own 
appeal. Continuing: 

“The average consumption of 
gasoline by each automobile has 
heen reduced by 65 gallons a year. 
The average automobile owner's 
annual gasoline bill, then, actually 
is less than it was before the 
bonds were voted and the high- 
ways built. In addition, the im- 
proved condition of the roads re- 
sults in a vast saving on the wear 
and tear on automobiles.” 

Instead of increasing taxes there- 
fore it is giving the people of the 
state a comprehensive network of 
paved roads today, and is actually re- 
ducing very materially the special 
taxes of the automobile owners in so 
doing. Therefore the corresponding 
increase in automobile ownerships, 
and the greater the usefulness of the 
highways to all the people. Again: 

‘North Carolina began its state- 
wide highway construction  pro- 
gram in 1921 when the legislature 
voted a bond issue of $50,000,000 
.for that purpose. Since that time 
a bond issne of $15,000,000) and 
another of S20,000,000 have been 
voted. The next Jegislature 
virtually certain to vete an addi- 
tional bond issue of at least S30.- 
HOO.000, Other increases in mo- 
tor taxes as demonstrated, will 
keep the construction surplus up 
to its present status and carry 
and retire these additional bonds 
to complete the state system. 

“With federal aid funds in- 
cluded, North Carolina has had 
for state highway construction 
purposes fully $100,000.000) since 
1921. Nearly all of the = state- 
wide network has already been 
completed in fact. Approximately 
$10,000,000 worth of the work 
now is in course of construction. 

“Our total yearly revenue from 
the gasoline and automobile li- 
cense taxes is approximately 
$13,500,000.” 

“Far from regretting issuing 
state highway bonds, the citizens 
of North Carolina have become so 
enthusiastic that it is dangerous 
for a puhiie official to oppose the 
businesslike, comprehensive high- 
way program.”

Chicego, March 17.—A reversal in

A rally of over 4c in Argentine ex- 
change was reflected by an upturn of 
13@24c in the Buenos Aires wheat 
market, and the firmness there also 
had some effect in Liverpool, which 
gained 4 to 1d, with shorts covering 
freely and finding - ‘little for sale.
